No man 
in public life 
to-day is 
more interested in the development of 
the waterways of the country 
than 
Congressman J. Hampton Moore, of 
Philadelphia. 


He has discussed the subject of the 
navigability 
of 
the 
Susquehanna 
river repeatedly in the House and as 
early as February, 1914, and again in 
July of the same year presented rea­ 
sons for making the Susquehanna nav­ 
igable. 
In a speech February 26, 1914, he 
dwelt particularly 
upon the 
import­ 
ance of developing the rivers and har­ 
bors of the 
country for 
its general 
commercial welfare. In this speech he 
called attention to the fact that the 
government was overlooking a great 
river— the Susquehanna—and “to the 
tendency 
which has prevailed 
else­ 
where in the eastern States and par­ 
ticularly as to the Hudson 
and the 
rivers in New England to take such 
rivers out of the public Bervie* alto­ 
gether/* 
9 
He declared that engineering prob­ 
lems such as are presented by the Sus­ 
quehanna have already been met by 
the expenditure of large 
appropria­ 
tions upon other stream s where the 
public purposes to be served are not 
s o .great as those that would result 
from the improvement o f the Susque­ 
hanna. 
Mr. Moore 
dwelt upon the 
early 
uses of the river by the lumber oper­ 
ators and how 
in recent years 
the 
people of Pennsylvania and New York 
have been deprived of their right to 
an outlet to the sea. 
It was at this 
time that he introduced a bill to se­ 
cure a survey, 
which has 
now been 
authorized and about to be started, to 
determine the feasibility of improving 
the Susquehanna by means of locks 
and dams as 
in the case of 
other 
rivers. He called attention to the fact 
that the Susquehanna river in its main 
stem is about 400 miles long and ha* 
a drainage area of 27,400 miles; that 
it irrigates some of the richest farm 
lands in the United States and cour­ 
ses through the great anthracite coal 
fields. 
In these speeches and in his later 
discussion 
of the inland 
waterways 
Mr. Moore shows a fam iliarity with 
the Susquehanna river 
and its possi­ 
bilities which justifies his leadership 
in the development 
of these natural 
transportation system s 
His research 
has brought to light some interesting 
facts regarding the early movements 
to make navigable the Susquehanna 
river and its mam tributaries.
